COOL LABOR TROUBLE 


First Call ol the Kind In Ken­ 


tucky’s History. 


Fulton, Ky., Oct. 31.— Principally as 
a 
precautionary 
m easure, 
Governor 
W illson dispatched a detachm ent ot 
the K entucky sta te guards to Fulton 
upon request of Sheriff Johnson, Com­ 
m onw ealth’s A ttorney Sm ith and Coun­ 
ty Judge Naylor, who, after a confer­ 
ence, decided the strike situation at 
Fulton was too tense for the civil au­ 
thorities to handle. 
Governor W illson sent C aptain Ed­ 
ward W. Clark and tw enty soldiers 
from Hopkinsville. 
This is the first 
tim e in the history of labor troubles 
Iii K entucky th at troops have been 
needed. 
The first trouble at Fulton since the 
Illinois C entral strik e took place when 
unidentified persons fired into a crowd 
of strike breakers, w ounding th ree of 
them. 
Since then Fulton has been 
more or less nervous. 
S trikebreakers 
have b ee n 'threatened with tleath , ac­ 
cording to officials of the railroad. 
The town m arshal adm itted he and 
his sm all fo rm w ere pow erless to sub­ 
due the rioters. 
A sim ilar confession 
was m ade by Sheriff Johnson, which 
resulted in the request for troops.

From Holding Place tn the Cabinet 
—Advance of Revolutionaries Brings 
Ancient Autocracy to Time.- 


Pekin, 
Oct. 
31.—It is 
announced 
th a t a Chinese has been appointed to 
the presidency of the national assem ­ 
bly in place of a M anchu wrho has been 
heretofore in th a t position. 
It is re­ 
ported that, the governor of Chungkin 
Is dead and a revolutionary outbreak 
is feared then*. 
The arsenal at Teii- 
ehow has been captured and there is 
a rum or in circulation to the effect 
th a t the im perial troops have set fire 
to the city of Hankow . 


W ashington, Oct. 31.—In the prov­ 
ince of Chansi, In China, th e revolu­ 
tionary forces have advanced toward 
Pekin as far as Chenlingfu. 
Edw ard 
T. W illiam s, charge of th e A m erican 
legation at Pekin, has advised the 
state departm ent th a t th e Chinese 
governm ent intends to break th e rail­ 
road at C hinting and also a t Lanchow, 
on the Pekii^M ukden line. 
The ad­ 
vance of the rebels tow ard Chinting 
has 
interrupted 
com m unication 
be­ 
tw een Pekin and Hankow. 
Mr. W il­ 
liam s added th a t im perial decrees have 
been issued in which the throne has 
yielded to the dem ands of the na­ 
tional assem bly for power to fram e 
a constitution and for the exclusion 
of the im perial fam ily from the cab­ 
inet. 
The appointm ent of Cho Pi; g 
Chunn as m inister of the interior, Mr. 
W illiam s says, will give Yuan Shih Kai 
control of the governm ent police. The 
provisional 
republic 
recently 
estab­ 
lished at Canton has fallen as a result 
of its repudiation by the viceroy and 
the principal civil and m ilitary author 
Hies. 
The troops a t Canton have re­ 
m ained loyal to the viceroy. 
Canton 
is reported to be quiet, although dis­ 
order seem s likely. 
Trouble at N an­ 
kin also seem s to be impending. 
Yuan Shih Kai, who w’as recently 
placed in charge of the m ilitary and 
naval forces w ith full power to act 
w ithout consulting the governm ent at 
Pekin, has also been designated as im­ 
perial com m issioner, in which capacity 
he has authority to tre a t with the 
rebels. 
The 
m em bers 
of 
the 
diplom atic 
corps at Pekin have been assured that 
the dem and for the decapitation of 
Sheng, the deposed m inister of posts 
and com m unications, will not be g ran t­ 
ed, the prince regent having refused 
to consent to such action. 
The efforts of the viceroy" at Tien­ 
tsin, w’here an uprising is feared, have 
been facilitated by the tem porary sup­ 
pression by the diplom atic corps at 
Pekin of the tre a ty provision forbid­ 
ding Chinese troops w ithin twrenty 
miles of Tientsin.

which the H am ilton club gave P resi­ 
dent T aft was the h eartiest which he 
has ever received in Chicago.

The building faces on one of Chicago’s 
busiest streets in the loop district, 
and the stree t In front of the presi­ 
dent’s stand was packed and jam m ed 
for a block. 
S treetcars wrere halted 
and a solid line of policem en stood 
shoulder to shoulder to keep the mob 
from overrunning the platform . 
The crowd nearly broke through 
w hen Mr. T aft took up the m o rtar and 
sm eared it over the top of the corner­ 
stone. 
The president was m ade a 
m em ber of the bricklayers’ union the 
other day in order th at he could do 
this and act w ithin union bounds, and 
his new’ role of bricklayer had caught 
the in terest of Chicago.

H r s Net Been Told— Arabs Reported 


Gathering in Force to Wipe Out In­ 
vaders— Veiled Stories Tell of Enor­ 


mous Italian Losses. 


Tripoli, Oct. 31.—It is announced 
that in the fighting here on Oct. 23 
and Oct. 26, thirteen ofilcers and 361 
men were killed and sixteen officers 
and 142 men wounded. 


Malta,. Oct. 31.—Authenticated ac­ 
counts of the killing 
Arabs by the 
Italians In return for alleged treachery 
make ugly reading. While there is no 
proof as yet that women were inten­ 
tionally killed, as bas been claimed, it 
is known that many of them were 
among the victims of Italian venge­ 
ance. 
Every person in Arab dress, 
woman, man or boy, was shot down on 
sight as the troops scoured the oasis. 
This district covers a space of come 
miles between the city and the out­ 
posts. 
It is covered with palms and 
summer residences. Restricted as the 
space is, it is said that 4,000 Arabs 
were shot down here, and it is noticea­ 
ble i 
the scarcity of the men of the 
race. This has had an angering effect 
on the natives in the hinterland, and 
it is believed that the Arabs are gath­ 
ering now in such force that they will 
swamp the Italian forces and rush the 
town itself when a massacre would be 
possible in view of the rage of the na­ 
tives over the slaughter of their fel­ 
lows.

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CONCEALING TRUTH 


Belief Obtains in Italy That the W orst 


Has Not Been Told. 
Milan. Oct. 31.—The belief is grow­ 
ing here that the Italian losses in the 
recent fighting at Tripoli have been 
much greater than have been admitted 
and that the government fears to re­ 
veal the true situation for fear of caus­ 
ing among the excitable Italians a 
feeling against the war. 
It is stated by the Giornale Italia 
that 100,000 additional members of the 
military reserve will be called to the 
colors.

Turks captured many guns and much 
ammunition. While the war office re­ 
fuses to confirm or deny, the hint is 
thrown ©ut that the Turkish forces 
have won an important victory. 


Print Only Meager Details. 
Paris, Oct. 31.—The French official 
newspapers print only the most mea­ 
ger details of the reported Italian d€*- 
feat at Tripoli, and the semi-official 
news agencies carry only a few lines 
concerning it.

saying that, the Italians lost 5,000 
killed and 700 prisoners, besides a 
large number of field guns. 


Reinforcements Reach Tripoli. 
Constantinople, Oct. 31.—Semi-offi­ 
cial confirmation has been given out 
here of the report that Enver Bey has 
reached Tripoli and has joined the 
forces there. 
It is added that he has 
issued a proclamation in which he 
urges the people to resist the Italians 
to the death.
